- winter we fee our breath, for thecoldnefsof air doth 
bind the breath mixed with fumofities, and fo it is 
thickened and made grofs and by confequenceis feea.

4A, The anfwer is, according to the phyficians, 
_ bécanfe there rife evil fumes from the ftomach ; and 
fometimes it doth proceed from the corruption of 
the airy parts of the body, asof thelungs. And 
the breath of. lepers is foinfected, that it doth poi- 
fon the birds that are near them, becaufe the in- 
ward parts are very corrupt, as appears by Conf. 
de fin.. Now the Leprofy is a nourifhment of all 
the parts of the body together with a corrupting 
of them; and it doth begin in the blood, and ex- 
terior Members of the body.
